Range, as it runs into the Sea, whereby the Ground is much broken and damnified, 
and the Sand blown on ſaid Land, to the great Damage not only of private Per- 
ſons in their Properties, but alſo to the ſaid Town in general, ſo far as relates to 
Jad Lange io + .
